HISTORY  CORNER 


The  following  extracts  from  the  Club 
history  shows  that  60  years  ago  we 
discussed  music  in  the  clubrooms,  calling 
the  card,  phones  in  the  club,  the 
Archibald  Fountain  and  women  using  the 
pool. 

"Tattersall's  reputation  as  hosts  to  the 
world  meant  increasing  claims  on  their 
services.  On  22  October,  1934  the 
Director  of  the  Royal  Tour  requested 
honorary  membership  for  the  Royal 
entourage,  which  was  granted  as  a  matter 
of  course.  There  were  so  many  calls  on 
the  Club's  entertainment  facilities  that 
some  additions  had  to  be  made.  The 
radio  gramophone  music  in  the  dining 


room  was  updated  and  the  Personality 
Trio  engaged  to  play  there  on  Thursday 
and  Saturday  nights.  A  second  hand 
grand  piano  was  purchased  from  Palings, 
on  a  week's  trial,  for  £59. 

Calling  of  the  card  continued  to  be  a 
popular  event  and  it  was  announced  on  2 
April  1933  that  all  bets  on  the  Doncaster 
and  Sydney  Cup  would  be  considered 
course  bets  but,  to  protect  the  Club's  legal 
position,  strangers  or  non-members  would 
not  be  admitted  under  any  circumstance. 

Constant  pressure  from  members 
resulted  in  the  first  public  telephone  being 
installed  in  October  1933.

Around  this  time  the  most  inspiring  sight 
for  members  could  be  seen  through  their 
own  windows  facing  Hyde  Park  where  the 
imposing  outlines  of  the  Archibald 
Fountain  were  taking  shape,  a  symbol  of 
defiance  against  present  adversity  and  of 
hope  for  the  future.  In  like  manner,  the 
current  air  of  gloom  was  nowhere 
apparent  within  the  Club.  Two  sunlamps, 
newly  invented  symbols  of  affluence,  were 
installed  at  the  swimming  pool  at  a  cost  of 
£64. 4s.  A  suggestion  that  ladies  be 
allowed  the  use  of  the  pool  between  6:30 
and  7:30  on  Tuesday  mornings  was 
unanimously  rejected  by  the  Committee. "
